Two of Victoria’s leading citizens, 
Lynne Henderson and Jim Reed, 
were presented with UVic Commu¬ 
nity Leadership Awards at a special 
reception at UVic Downtown on 
Dec. 8. The pair, who received a 
framed medal and plaque and a 
certificate, were selected for their 
long-standing contributions to both 
the community and the university. 

A successful realtor for over 25 
years, Henderson is also committed 
to community involvement. Since 
its inception, she has been one of 
the principal organizers of the 
Spring Fling, a joint Art Gallery of 
Greater Victoria and Victoria 
Symphony Society fundraiser. She 
was also one of the principal 
organizers of the 
annual Symphony 
Splash. 

Henderson is 
currently a member 
of the board of 
directors for the 
United Way of 
Greater Victoria and 
general campaign 
chair of its 1999 
campaign cabinet. 

She serves UVic in 
her capacity as chair 
of the Foundation 
for the University of 
Victoria, a holding 
foundation for gifts 
to the university. 

As executive vice-president and 
vice-president partner relations and 
facilities for the 1994 Common¬ 
wealth Games in Victoria, Reed 
successfully negotiated a lasting 


Games legacy for Victoria. Through 
the inter-municipal capital building 
program, the region acquired an 
aquatics centre, a velodrome, a lawn 
bowling facility and clubhouse and 
three new running tracks. Through 
Reed’s vision, UVic gained two new 
major residence facilities, a multi¬ 
purpose track, a field hockey pitch 
and an improved Centennial Sta¬ 
dium. 

Since the Games, he’s remained 
heavily involved in community 
enhancement through participation 
in the United Way Campaign, the 
Greater Victoria Sports Hall of Fame 
and the Duke of Edinburgh awards 
(B.C. region). During Reed’s years as 
organizer for the Lions Society 


Vancouver Island 24 Hour Relay for 
the Kids (which UVic co-sponsors) 
the annual event at Centennial 
Stadium has raised close to $2 
million for children with disabilities.

Revived humanities centre to focus on research, awareness

The UVic humanities centre has 
been revived to support interdiscipli¬ 
nary research in the humanities and 
related disciplines and foster appre¬ 
ciation of the humanities in the 
broader community. 

In November, it received ap¬ 
proved centre status from the UVic 
senate and board of governors for 
the next five years. The centre had 
existed as a formal unit on campus 
from 1991 to 1994, when Dr. David 
Wooten was director. Since 1995, the 
centre’s activities have continued on 
a reduced scale, overseen by dean of 
humanities Dr. Ian MacPherson and 


a co-ordinating committee. 

Dr. Paul Wood (history) has been 
elected director of the revived 
centre. By virtue of his training in 
the history and philosophy of 
science, and his research on early 
modern European intellectual 
history, he brings an interdiscipli¬ 
nary perspective to bear on the task. 

With the assistance of a planning 
committee, Wood has outlined an 
ambitious program of research 
support and community outreach 
for the centre. 

For the next two years, the 
research programs will focus on the 
topic of “Telling Stories.” A series of 


events will explore, from a cross- 
cultural perspective, the concept and 
uses of narrative in a wide array of 
fields, ranging from history to 
literature, music, and the visual arts. 

In order to promote interdiscipli¬ 
nary research, the centre will 
provide fellowships for graduate 
students and faculty members. The 
first such fellowship — the dean’s 
humanities centre graduate fellow¬ 
ship, worth $5,000 — has been 
awarded to Sailaja Krishnamurti, an 
MA student in English who is 
completing a thesis on the 
commodification of postcolonial 
culture, particularly contemporary 


popular media, in such market 
categories as “world music,” and 
“postcolonial literature.” 

An internal faculty research 
fellowship funded by the office of 
the vice-president, research, and the 
deans of fine arts and humanities 
will be awarded this spring. Funding 
will be sought from external sources 
for a more extensive fellowship 
program. 

The centre will soon launch a 
humanities centre lecture series, 
which will serve as a showcase for 
UVic faculty members with a 
distinguished research record in the 
humanities and related fields. 


In addition, the centre will 
sponsor UVic’s newly established 
Victoria Lectures, which, in its 
inaugural lecture last year, brought 
the renowned Canadian philosopher 
Charles Taylor to campus. 

In the spring term, the centre 
will also inaugurate an annual 
award for research excellence in the 
humanities, with funding provided 
by the vice-president, research. 

“In the activities of the centre, 
in our support of public lectures 
and colloquia, we are focusing 
much of our attention on reaching 
a wider public audience,” says

Nekonlith chief to talk on aboriginal issues 

A leading spokesperson for aboriginal sovereignty, Chief Art Manuel, will 
discuss “Implementing Delgamuukw” at two separate presentations on 
Jan. 20 - at noon in the Royal Bank room at UVic Downtown, 910 Gov¬ 
ernment Street and at 7:30 p.m. in the Human and Social Development 
Building, room A240. Manuel is chief of the Nekonlith, chair of the 
Shuswap Tribal Council and spokesperson for the Interior Alliance. In his 
presentations, Manuel will discuss the issues of sovereignty, aboriginal 
rights to log timber on traditional lands and the current treaty process, 
which he feels fails to respect aboriginal title. Manuel’s appearances are 
co-sponsored by the Aboriginal Rights Coalition (Victoria) and UVic’s abo¬ 
riginal governance program.

Scholarship aids doctoral 
research on endangered dugongs 


A UVic grad student heads to Thailand to learn more about a rare marine mammal

It may not be as recognizable or as 
endearing as a cuddly marmot, but 
the rotund dugong is also fighting an 
endangered existence. 

The marine mammal, one of a 
group of animals popularly known 
as sea cows, faces a particularly 
perilous future off the west coast of 
Thailand. A research proposal to 
assist the dugong has earned geogra¬ 
phy student Ellen Hines a $20,000 
International Development Research 
Centre (IDRC) doctoral research 
assistance scholarship — one of only 
nine offered this year in Canada. 

It will enable Hines to spend four 
months in Thailand doing aerial 
surveys of coastal dugong habitat 
prior to conducting more detailed 
studies in conjunction with Thailand’s 


Royal Forestry Department, Kasetsart 
University and the Phuket Marine 
Biological Centre. The research will be 
the focus of her PhD dissertation. 

“My primary interest is to use GIS 
(geographic information systems) to 
create an interactive mapping system 
of the dugongs’ habitat area to be 
used by instructors for education and 
by resource managers for realistic 
assessment of how conditions are 
changing,” says Hines. “I want to 
create the system as a prototype to 
be used in other situations where 
marine mammals are living in 
threatened circumstances.” 

Dugongs, which can be three 
metres long and weigh up to 400 
kilograms, are dependent on a very 
fragile type of sea grass that is easily 
disturbed by pollution. The sludge

from nearby mainland mining is 
especially harmful. While the dugongs 
are quite plentiful off the coast of 
Australia, there are only about 100 
left in the area Hines is studying. The 
Andaman coast of Thailand is also a 
popular resort area and development 
increasingly threatens the dugongs’ 
natural habitat. 

Hines’ interest in dugongs comes 
following a varied career. After 
earning a fine arts degree from Mills 
College in California in 1974, she was 
an acupuncturist for 15 years before 
“deciding to do something different 
with the rest of my life.” She earned 
her master’s degree at San Diego 
State University while working on a 
habitat mapping project involving 
spotted owls and then turned her 
attention to the coastline. 

“I’ve always been fascinated by the 
ocean. It’s so full of life but so hidden, 
so intriguing,” she says. Interested in 
working in Thailand, she accompa¬ 
nied UVic geography professor Dr. Phil 
Dearden there earlier this year as his 
assistant and discovered her PhD 
topic. 

“This is the kind of research that 
Thailand needs. Their economy is 
perilous so they need outside help to 
conduct it.” In addition to her IDRC 
scholarship, Hines received assistance 
from the Hong Kong-based Ocean 
Park Conservation Foundation. 

A member of the geography 
department’s whale research lab, 
run by Dr. Dave Duffus, Hines still 
teaches acupuncture once a week 
and plans to return some day to the 
painting and sculpting she once 
studied as an undergrad. But first 
there’s some not-so-cuddly dugongs 
that need her attention.

_ ^3Xt 's been a busy year at UVic — a new building was 
opened, several faculty and staff won major awards, new 
research centres and programs were launched, researchers 
shed light on topics as varied as school violence, recycling 
and black bears, the Vikes women's cross country team 
won its second national championship in a row, and the 
university chose its next president.

January 

UVic officially opens the new Centre for Innova¬ 
tive Teaching, a state-of-the-art facility housing 
the latest in educational technology. 

Research by UVic biologist Dr. Tom Reimchen 
shows that salmon-munching black bears play a 
critical role in fertilizing B.C.’s coastal forests. 

The Vancouver Symphony Orchestra debuts a 
score by UVic school of music student Cassandra 
Miller. “The performance was totally different 
than I expected,” she said. “Nothing was under 
my control and it was fantastic.” 

February 

UVic astronomer Dr. Julio Navarro wins a Sloan 
Foundation research fellowship — an award 
coveted by young scientists across North 
America. 

Statistics released at a UVic-sponsored forum on 
urban poverty show that more than 45,000 CRD 
residents live in poverty. 

Thanks to some late donations, UVic’s 1998 
United Way campaign reaches its goal of 
$ 100 , 000 . 

UVic writing professor Bill Gaston and 1994 
writing grad Suzanne Buffam earn Canadian 
Literary Awards. Gaston won for a short story, 
Buffam for poetry. 

March 

More than 1,000 people pack the University 
Centre auditorium for a lecture by Sir Martin 
Rees, Astronomer Royal and one of the leading 
figures in modern astronomy. “We can expect a 
crescendo of discoveries in the new millennium, 
clarifying how our cosmos evolved, and the role 
that life plays in it,” predicts Rees. 

UVic students overwhelmingly vote in favour of 
the UPASS, giving them unlimited access on all 
Greater Victoria BC Transit buses in exchange 
for a compulsory per term fee for all students. 

Law professor (and now dean) Jamie Cassels 
wins an award for excellence from the Cana¬ 
dian Association of Law Teachers for outstand¬ 
ing contributions to legal scholarship and 
education. 


April 

Rower Buffy Alexander and swimmers Christin 
Petelski and Philip Weiss share UVic athlete-of- 
the-year honours for the 1998-99 season. 

Dr. A.R. “Elango” Elangovan (business), Dr. Gerry 
Poulton (chemistry) and Juliana Saxton (thea¬ 
tre) win 1999 Excellence in Teaching awards 
from the UVic Alumni Association. 

UVic researchers attract $5.7 million in 1999 
grants from the Natural Sciences and Engineer¬ 
ing Research Council. “On a per researcher basis, 
this maintains UVic’s position as one of the top 
ranking universities in the country for NSERC 
support,” says vice president research Dr. Martin 
Taylor. 

A series of public meetings are held to discuss 
updating UVic’s campus plan, which has gov¬ 
erned the physical development of the univer¬ 
sity over the past 36 years. 

Dean of human and social development Dr. Anita 
Molzahn wins the award of excellence in nurs¬ 


ing administration and an award of 
distinction in nursing from the 
Registered Nurses Association of B.C. 


May 

UVic libraries introduce a new online catalogue 
system. It uses a graphic Web interface and runs 
an integrated library system that makes acquisi¬ 
tions, cataloguing and circulation operations 
more efficient and economical. 


A four-year study on violence in the Sooke 
school district — led by Dr. Ted Riecken (educa¬ 
tion) and Dr. Sibylle Artz (child and youth care) 
— concludes that violence prevention programs 
are reducing violence in schools but are having 
less success changing aggressive attitudes and 
behaviour among boys. 

UVic’s board of governors approves a 1999/2000 
budget framework requiring departments to cut 
nearly $400,000 from their operations. It’s the 
sixth year in a row departments have cut their 
budgets. 

Three UVic grads — Edmonton Journal 
publisher Linda Hughes, astronomer Marshall 
McCall and Canadian World Cup rugby captain 
Gareth Rees — win distinguished alumni hon¬ 
ours from the UVic Alumni Association. 


June 

Seven honorary degree recipients — flutist Paul 
Horn, conductor Sir David Willcocks, economist 
Thomas Shoyama, artist and cultural activist 
Mavor Moore, Korean poet Byung-Hwa Cho, 
geophysicist Edward Irving, and actor/singer 
Tom Jackson — share the spotlight with more 
than 2,400 students at six Convocation ceremo¬ 
nies. Horn and Jackson delight the crowds with 
mini-performances. 


It is announced that B.C.’s first high-performance 
computing facility will be installed at UVic. The 
computer, 200 times more powerful than top 
personal computers, is being financed in part by 
a $1.1 million grant from the Canada Foundation 
for Innovation 


A new Web interface system co-developed by 
UVic and the University of Northern B.C. earns 
an award from the Canadian Association of 
University Business Officers. The system allows 
university administrators and researchers easy 
and secure access to up-to-date accounting, 
purchasing, payroll and budget development 
information across campus. 

UVic forges an unusual partnership with New 
Century School, a private, residential school in 
China. UVic’s faculty of education will develop a 
kindergarten to Grade 8 curriculum to teach 
New Century students English and computer 
science. 


July 

UVic announces a new weekend master’s pro¬ 
gram in child and youth care, aimed at working 
professionals. 

UVic’s Dr. Vijay Bhargava (electrical engineering) 
makes a trip to London’s Whitehall Palace to 
receive the Haradan Pratt medal for meritorious 
service from the Institute of Electrical and 
Electronics Engineers (IEEE). The event was 
attended by 400 IEEE members from 30 coun¬ 
tries. “It was like Academy Awards night for 
engineerssays Bhargava. 

UVic alumnus Jack Falk is appointed the univer¬ 
sity’s new vice president finance and operations, 
replacing Dr. Don Rowlatt, who returns to 
teaching in the faculty of business. 


Research by UVic psychologist Dr. Holly Tuokko 
(centre on aging) indicates that dementia in the 
elderly can in some cases be stalled or reversed. 
Tuokko says more research Is needed to find out 
what factors might make the difference. 

The university names its health services building 
after Dr. Jack Peterson, who retires as director of 
health services after nearly 40 years of helping 
students through various ailments and afflic¬ 
tions.

On the Island to campus for a live three-hour 
broadcast featuring a variety of UVic people and 
programs. 

UVic geographer Dr. David Chuen-Yan Lai 
becomes the first professor in Western Canada to 
win the annual award of merit from the Educa¬ 
tion Foundation of the Federation of Chinese 
Canadian Professionals. 

UVic’s community newspaper, The Ring expands 
its distribution off-campus with the first wave 
of blue distribution boxes placed in locations 
around Greater Victoria. 

Chemistry professor Dr. Alex McAuley wins the 
Montreal Medal for the year 2000 from the 
Chemical Institute of Canada for his contribu¬ 
tions to chemistry. 

Deep sea researcher Dr. Verena Tunnicliffe 
(earth & ocean sciences/biology) wins the New 
Frontiers in Research award from the Science 
Council of B.C.

A study of recycling efficiency across Canada by 
UVic’s local government institute finds that 
recycling programs are cheaper if blue boxes are 
full, but it still costs more to recycle waste than 
dump it in a landfill. 

Six UVic faculty members — Dr. Neena Chappell 
(centre on aging), Jack Hodgins (writing), Dr. 
Angus McLaren (history), Dr. Nancy Turner 
(environmental studies), Dr. Ian Putnam (math 
& statistics) and Dr. Don VandenBerg (physics & 
astronomy) — are elected fellows of the Royal 
Society of Canada. Only two other Canadian 
universities — Toronto and McGill — can claim 
as many new fellows.

are not much of a burden on taxpayers. The 
average per capita cost in the CRD is $3 08. 

August 

The entrepreneurship program in UVic’s faculty 
of business wins the Innovation in Entrepre¬ 
neurship Pedagogy award from the Academy of 
Management, beating out similar initiatives at 
Harvard and 17 other international universities. 

UVic chemistry co-op coordinator Dr. Rick Reeve 
becomes the first Canadian to win the Donald 
MacLaren award for achievement from the 
World Association for Cooperative Education. 

September 

UVic’s Community Fair attracts hundreds of 
visitors to campus for a day of kid’s activities, 
entertainment, displays and music. 


October 

UVic creates Canada’s first university-based 
industrial research chair on the environmental 
management of drinking water. The $4.6 million 
chair, headed by UVic biologist Dr. Asit 
Mazumder, involves nine partners from govern¬ 
ment and industry in B.C., Alberta and Nova 
Scotia. 

UVic announces Humanities 101, a series of free 
university-level, non-credit courses designed to 
give high-risk youth and others a taste of first- 
year university humanities. 

North Saanich council passes an amendment 
which clarifies activities permitted under the 
district’s education and research facility zoning. 
It clears the way for UVic to upgrade its 
Dunsmuir Lodge educational conference and 
training centre. (In November, UVic and North 
Saanich sign an agreement to work more closely 
together for the benefit of Peninsula residents.) 

November 

UVic is fourth in the annual Maclean’s maga¬ 
zine university rankings, marking the eighth

UVic selects Dr. David Turpin, currently vice¬ 
principal (academic) at Queen’s University, to be 
its next president. Turpin starts his five-year 
term on Sept. 1,2000. 

The Vikes women’s cross country team wins the 
CIAU national championship for the second year 
in a row. 

Three honorary degree recipients — cosmologist 
Werner Israel, composer John Beckwith and War 
Amps CEO Clifford Chadderton — join 1,200 new 
graduates at fall Convocation. 

Dr. Jan Zwicky (philosophy) wins the 1999 
Governor General’s award for poetry. 

At special ceremonies in Bangkok and Hong 
Kong, UVic awards honorary degrees to King 
Bhumibol Adulyadej of Thailand and Cavaliere 
Leo Tung-hai Lee, a leading member of the Hong 
Kong business community. 

UVic experiences the first strike in its 36-year 
history when nearly 1,000 members of CUPE 
locals 917 and 951 set up a three-hour picket line. 

December 

UVic launches the new B.C Institute for Co¬ 
operative Studies, which will study co-op initia¬ 
tives in B.C., Canada and other countries and 
their applicability to social and economic issues. 

UVic opens an office in the heart of downtown 
Vancouver for senior administrators, deans and 
department chairs tending to university business 
in the Lower Mainland. 

Two of Victoria’s leading citizens, Lynne 
Henderson and Jim Reed, win UVic Community 
Leadership awards for their long-standing 
contributions to the community and the univer¬ 
sity. 

A research and training initiative linking UVic 
with museums and art galleries in B.C. and the 
Yukon is awarded $600,000 from the Social 
Sciences and Humanities Research Council. It’s 
the single largest grant ever to a UVic fine arts 
faculty project.
